It certain- 
ly indicates that we are reaching out. Yet 
the possibility exists. It is possible, also, 
that the results in several congressional 
districts in this and other states may de- 
pend upon the returns from Manila and 
Porto Rico and Cuba. ee 

Under the law enacted at the late session 
of congress the troops in the field are 
givert@ypportunity to vote in the congres- | 
sional elections. The New York legislature 
supplemented this with special enactment | 
relating té the state election and as the 
First New York is at Honolulu, the ques- . 
tion whether Roosevelt or Van Wyck is to 
be governor may be settled by the votes | 
cast far out there in the Pacific, and the | 
returns cannot be expected under five or | 
six days after the election day, thanks to | 
the fact that there is no cable communica- 
tion. 

Not Much Chance of This, 

There is not, however, one chance in a 
hundred thousand that the result here is 
going to be as close as all that. The 

chances are that things will go strongly | 
one way or the other. Either Roosevelt's 
effort to keep himself and his war record 
to the front as the sole and only issue will 
succeed or it will not. If it doeg succeed, the 
chances for a good big majority for him 
will be excellent. If it does not he will in 
all probability be a very badly beaten man. 

Just now the campaign managers’ are 
busy figuring out how the registration has 
helped or fiurt them. Both sides are pro- 
ducing figures showing how the registration 
points their way. The republicans claim 
that where there fs a falling off it is a 
falling off of democratic votes, while the | 
democrats laugh at this claim and say that 
Chauncey Depew’s complaint of republican | 
apathy is clearly manifested by the regis- — 
tration figures. Each side is able to put 
up a more or less ingenious argument in| 
support of its contention and the outsider | 
who does not understand the conditions in | 
the different districts is left in the attitude | 
of paying his money and taking his choice. 

Tammany Leaders Satisfied. 

So far as the registration in the city is 
concerned, the Tammany leaders are thor- 
ougssy satisfied with the results. They are 
practical men and the business of their 
organization is to see that the men who 
can be counted on to vote the democratie 
ticket are registered. 

The greatest falling off, apparently, is 
in the district where Senator ‘“‘Tim’”’ Sulli- 
van is the Tammany leader. The republi- 
cans contend that because this is a demo- 
cratic district the democrats must have 
had the worst of it. They argue that the 
demvucrats must have suffered a greater 
per cent of the total joss than the republi- 
cans. But Sullivan is emphatic in taking 
issue with this theory. 

Senator Murphy, who is an 
iticilan and who knows what is going on 
up the state, is positive that things are 
looking as well as could be hoped and that 
the registration is favorable to democracy. 

On the other hand the republican chair- | 
men, Odeil and Quigg, contend that the | 
heavy registration in republican districts 
and up the state are all in favor of the | 
republicans and that as they are al) puil- | 
ing together this year they are sure to pull :

Peace Commissioners Decline to Discuss Work 
During the Last Session

SENOR MONTERO RIOS LIABLE 10 BE CALLED HOME 


So Far As Known the Two Bodies Have Not Passed |

Paris, October 26.—The American peace commissioners held a 
session of several hours’ duration today, prior to the joint ses- 
sion of the two commissicrers which opened at 4 o'clock this af- 
ternoon. 

The mecting of the commissioners lasted an hour and five’ 
minutes and was adjourned until tomorrow. Both the Spanish 
and American commissioners were more reticent after this ses: 
sion than ever before, 


Tne Americans fully appreciate not only their own 


responsibilities, but also the delicate position of their | 


Spanish colleagues, to the burden of whose duties 
here is now added the critical political situation at Mad- 
rid, which may compel the presi ent of the Spanish com- 
mission, who is also president of the Spanish senate, Se- 
nor Montero Rios, to leave Paris. 


Tihe Madrid correspondent of The Temps, in confirming the 
report that Premier Sagasta and the queen regent have prevailed 
upon the minister of war, General Correa, to indefinitely post- 
pone his resignation, pending the conclusion of the peace nego- 
tiutions, says that they represented to the general that his with- 
drawal might entail not only the fall of the cabinet. but cause 
the resignation of certain members of the Spanish comniuission, 
including Senor Montero Rios, and thereby eravely, gompromise 
the issue of the peace negotiations. 

As the peace negotiations are new nearing the discussion of 
‘he Philippine questicn, the Americans feel that no stage of the 
proceedings has so demanded their eonziderate treatment.

up the most important matter in the pretocoi, namely, the dis- 
position of the Philippines. 

It is expected here that henceforth after the courteous 
intimation that has been conveyed to the Spanish com- 
missioners that it is time to regard Cuban and vorto Ri- 
can matters as settled, better progress will be made to-

There is no definite news from Wash Me- 
Kie, the negro who escaped the volley of 
the Edgefield mob on Tuesday night. 
Whether he was wounded and has s.nce 
died from his wounds, or whether he made 
good his escape, is yet to be ascertained. 
He certainly had a close call, and if he 
escaped it was little short of a miracle. 

After the examination of witnesses was 
over the prisoners were kept in the church 
until the crowd would go home. Many 
left, but there were others who were bent 
on wreaking vengeance for the murder of 
Mrs. Atkinson, who would not go. The 
jury instructed the coroner to huve Jim 
McKie, Wash McKie, Luther Sullivan, 
Squire Green and Jim Smith committed to 
jail and have them brought back Noverm- 
ber 7th for further investigation. 

It was rumored that they would be 
lynched if started for Edgefield. Cool 
heads tried to keep it down and publicly 
advised it, Sherif W. H. Ouzsts was 
present and deputized a number of men to 
accompany the prisoners to the jail. They 
all formed into a line, with the prisoners 
between them and began to march toward 
Edgefield. 

Shooting the Accused. 

At 9:20 o'clock Wash McKie, Jim McKie 
and Luther Sullivan, much against their 
will, with their hands tied, were marched 
out of the church, surrounded by about 
ten of the posse. When they advanced 
quickly and in silence to about 1)0\yards 
there was @ general calling of “Come on, 
boys! What are you waiting for?’ and in 
a few moments about fifty men surround- 
ed the posse, stlil walking quickly toward 
Edgetie.d. When about sw yards from the 
church the men closed around the guards, 
compiete:y forcing them aside for a mo- 
ment. Some one cried ‘“‘Kun!” and tne 
three wretches tried to obey as fifteen or 
twenty guns peiched forth their cnarges of 
bucksuot. Sullivan and Jim McKie 
lurcned forward, turned half around, and 
fell face forward on the side of the road, 
the former raising his tied hands under 
his chin. Wash McKie kept on runn.ng, 
and though a searcuing partly went aicer 
him, he escaped. , 

The shooting occurred exactly one wee 
almost to the minute from the time Mrs. 
AtK.nson Was shot in signt of the piace. 
The deputies prevailed on the crowd not 
to shoot after the first tire was heard, but 
with no results other than a continued 
shooting. 

Jim McKie has been suspected of the .as- 
sassination of Mrs. Atkinson for days 
past, though it is beieved his in- 
tention was to murder Mr. J. O. Atkinson, 
and not his wife. in urder to entrap him 
he was employed as a sort of detective 
to aid the white men in ferreting out the 
crime, but at the same time a sharp look- 
out was kept on Jim. 

Jim McKie’s Testimony. 

At the coroner’s inquest Jim was put on 
the stand and testified that a few days ago 
he had a conversatidn with Andrew Lee, 
who confessed to him that he had com- 
mitted the erime, being angry with Mr. 
Atkinson about one of his hogs being bitten 
to death by Mr. Atkinson's dogs. Lee said 
Squire Green was also in wait for Mr. At- 
kinson that night on the Moore road, Green 
being revyengeful because of some trouble 
Mr. Atkinson had got ‘him into about 
Green’s brother’s wife. Mackie asked that 
it be not told to the colored people that he 
had so testified because Lec, he said, had 
told him if he breathed it he would go 
a-helling. 

Iee, in testifying, denied all knowledge 
of the crime and siid he wus on good terms 
with Mr. AtkKinson, a statement which the 
latter corroborated. 

Several other discrepancies being found In 
McKie’s statenent he and Lee were 
brought face to face with the result of 
eliciting the one dramatic seene of the 
trial. When Lee heard Mekie's charge 
from his own lips he straightened to his 
full) height, put his arms akimbo and look- 
€d straight at the man. doing all in his 
power to cause his death, and waited until 
Jim had finished his haltine statement. 
He then said: “Gentiemen, this is the first 
I ever heard of that, wend 1 don't think it’s 
right for you to stand there and let that 
man say What wiil cause me to be mur- 
dered or hung. 1 never told him anything 
at all and he knows it.”’ 

Sume one cried cut: “Give 
ters and let them fight it out.”’ 
“Yes, sir; I'm willing; but 
say anything like that.’’ 

His statement as to his whereabouts on 
Tuesday night was corroborated in detail 
by his wife. 

The testimony given by the witnesses in 
the McKie -Sullivan family showed eyvi- 
dences of having been rehearsed and servea 
to strengthen the case against ola man 
(Wash) Mackie. Jim Mackie and Luther 
Sullivan. To them alone could be traced 
any mptive for the crime. It was known 
that MeKle had applied for ihe postoffice 
pcsition held by Mr. Atkinson, whose death. 
moreover, would remove the only white 
man in the neighborhood and leave their 
family in full sway. 

At 5:10 o'clock the church wat cleared and 
the jury began fts deliberations. It was 
then manifest that there would be a lynch-

ing. There was no excitement of any kind, 
everyone appearing cool and calm, as 
though no such eerious business was 
ahead. All waited patiently for a while. 
Those who had anything to eat, ate it. 
Little groups gathered to discuss the case 
in its various bearings and an itinerant 
photographer did a rushing business by 
taking a picture of all in a group and then 
taking orders at 25 cents each. 

About 6 o'clock the prisoners, not then 
before the jury, were removed under guard 
to the cemetery nearby and Rev. J. P. 
Mealing addressed the assembly, asking 
them to let the law pursue its course, not 
to endanger the lives of members of the 
posse, but to be law-abiding citizens. 

Remarks of a similar nature were also 
made by Attorney 8s. M. Smith, of Edge- 
field, who was examiner of the witnesses at 
the trial; by Rev. Mr.McMillan, of Granite- 
ville; Sheriff Ouzsts and Mr. George Evans. 
The last speaker was interrupted by sev- 
eral voices erying: ““‘We don't want no 
more speaking.’’ ‘‘Don't give us any more 
talk.”” “‘The time has come to act,” ete. 

Later followed the exit of the prisoners 
from the church under guard, for Edgefield 
jail, the overpowering of the guard and 
the shooting of the prisoners as related 
above. 


COLONEL BRYAN QUITE WEAK. 


BUT IT IS THOUGHT HE WILL BE 
UP IN A FEW DAYS. 


Mrs. Bryan Expected in Savannah. 
Military Establish Their Camp 
on Thunderbolt Road. 


Savannah, Ga., October 2%.—(Special.j— 
Colonel William J. Bryan conunues quite 
Sick in his room at the DeSoto with a _re- 
mittent fever, which is very aggravating. 
Colonel Rufus E. Lester called on him to- 
day and was with him for a trew minutes. 
Bryan was quite 
weak, and would probably continue s for 
Several days. The Constitution correspon- 
dent sent a card to Colonel Bryan’s room 
just after Colonel. Lester’s visit, and the 
boy brought back this reply: 

“If am not quite ready to be interviewed 
yet.”’ 

It is said his wife has been telegraphed 
of his illness, and may come to Savannah 
at once. 

The Fourth Virginia and Forty-ninth 
Iowa regiments arrived in Savannah ¢o- 
night by the Florida Central and Peninsular 
railroad. These, with the Sixth Missouri, 
which has been left in charge of the hos- 
pitals in Jacksonville, constitute the Second 
brigade of the Second division in command 
of General H. C. Hasbrouck, a leutenant 
colonel in the regular army, and well 
known in Savannah, as he was here as a 
member of the famous Carter courtmartial. 

The two regiments established their camp 
late tonight on the Thunderbolt shell road. 
Major General Keifer, who is in command 
of*the corps in the absence of General Lee, 
said chat though he returned by way of 
Washington he could learn nothing definite 
there with regard to the future movements 
of the corps. 

“In my opinion,” he said, “nobody knows 
just when the corps will be sent to Cuba, 
but I think General Lee will go just as 
s00n as he can get there. When that will 
be will depend very largely upon the devel- 
opment of affairs in Cuba, but I do not 
think that we will by any means wait until 
all the Spanish soldiers are out of the 
island.’’ 

All the indicationg are, however, that the 
corps will remain in Savannah until Jan- 
uary Ist, and perhaps longer. Captain 
Oscar Guessaz, brigade quartermaster, 
has been appointed inspector general of 
rifle practice of the corps. 

The Avondale rifle range has been turned 
over to the corps by the military here, and 


under Captain Guessaz’s supervision it is 


expected to put every one of the 15,000 men 
in the corps upon the ranges before they 
leave Savannah. 

The shooting of Private Alex Thompson, 
of the First Georgia regiment, by one of 
the provost guards last night has developed 
into rafher a serious affair. Private Cave, 
of the provost guard, who did the shooting, 
was placed under arrest, and his case has 
not yet been daposed of by the local au- 
thorities. It is claimed that he was ex- 
tremely careless in his shooting, since there 
were many people in the neighborhood. 
Private Thompson, it is said today, will 
probably have to lose his leg. The last bat- 
talion of the Fourth Illinois attached to the 
provost guard will arrive tomorrow, and 
that will about wind up the movement of 
the troops unti] the Jacksonville hospital 
has been cleared out and the Sixth Missouri 
can come to Savannah. 
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SUING FOR VALUE OF A DOG. 


Novel Lawsuit in the Justice Court at 
Newnan. 

Newnan, Ga., October 26.—(Special.)—A 
suit that will be watched with Interest 
was filed today with Judge A. H. Bohannon 
in the justice court by Mr. Aubrey Fuller 
against Mr. H. A. Goolsby for the value 
of a bulldog, whfsh value Mr. Fuller places 
at $40. 

Two or three nights ago Mr. Goolsby 
Was passing the Fuller residence, when, 
he says, the dog came over the fence at 
him and he was compelled to shoot the 
animal to save himself. Mr. Fuller alleges 
in his suit that the killing was willful 
and malicious, and proposes to make Gools- 
by pay the damage. 

Dogs are not taxable property in this 
State, but couid, by iegislative enactment. 
be uniformly taxed, and they can be made 
the subject matter of iarceny. The ques- 
tions are did the dog die with h'‘s boots 
on, and will the courts hold that a person 


who kills one is liable to the owner for 
value?

‘ONE DIED ON THE 
RAILROAD PLATFORM 
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The Other Survived Hitz Only a Few 
Hours. 


SAD STORY FROM WAYCROSS 


Two Young Men Who Had Run Away 
from Their Homes. 


ARRESTED FOR STEALING A RIDE ON A TRAIN 


——— 


Were Tried and Sentenced to Convict 
Camp for Thirty Days—Both Sick- 
ened and Died in Short Time. 


Waycross, Ga., October 26-—(Special.)— 
Two young white men who were ill of 
some form of fever at C. W, Deen & Co.'s 
convict camp, in Appling county, four miles 
north of Beach, were put in a wagon yes- 
terday morning and sent to Waycross for 
medical treatment. One of thein, named 
Lewis, died on the railroad platform at 
Beach while waiting for the Air-Line train. 
The other, Tom Henderson, was brought to 
Waycross and puc under the care of Dr. 
T. H. Lattimer, but lived only will 8 
o’clock this morning. 

Both were peculiarly sad deaths. They 
had served fifteen days in the chaingang, 
having only fifteen more days to serve. It 
seems that they ran away from their homes 
at Durham, N. C., beating their way to 
Blackshear, and were arrested for stealing 
Passage on the train. Their trials occurred 
in the county court, and thirty-day sen- 
tences were imposed by the judge. They 
had violated a town ordinance prohibiting 
stealing passage on a Crain within the in- 
corporate limits. The authorities turned 
them over to C. W. Deen & Co., turpentine 
operators, charging the usual price for 
such service. 

Lewis and Henderson were about eighteen 
or twenty years of age and of delicate 
physique. They were put to work gather- 
ing ‘“‘scrap” from the turpentine trees, and 
last Friday both of them complained of 
being ill, and were not required to work any 
more. It was thought best to send them to 
Waycross, so they could get proper medical 
treatment. The nian in ch&rge of the camp 
did not know of their sever? illness, 

Had Not Been Whippei. 

When Lewis died a report was circulated 
that he was whipped while sick. G, W. 
Deen, of Waycross, went to the camp today 
to investigate the report. He said ‘the found 
that neither one of the boys had been 
whipped. He said they were required to do 
light work while they were well, and were 
allowed to wear their own clothes and 
sleep in the same house with the overseer. 
He said he did not know whether a physi- 
clan had attended at camps or not. Some 
one at Beach wanted an inquest held over 
Lewis's body, and it remained on the plat- 
form since yesterday morning, pending 
the arrival of the coroner. A telephone 
message was sent to Coroner Grimes, and 
his residence being outside of Waycross, 
he did not get it till this morning after the 
departure of the Air-Line train. Ic {ts not 
known whether the inquest has been heid 
or not. C. W. Deen & Co, had a coffin 
made and sent it to Beach for the purpose 
of burying Lewis. They learned that the 
county would hold an inquest, and did not 
interfere. 

Henderson was a son of Dr. L. B. Hen- 
derson, a prominent dentist of Durham, 
N. C. His father ordered the body shipped 
home this afternoon by express. 

The circumstances surrounding the death 
of the young men are being investigated 
by C. W. Deen & Co., and by tomorrow all 
the particulars will be gathered. They say 
they want all the facts made public, be- 
cause they are satisfied the young men 
were humanely treated and well cared for 
while at the camp. Dr. Parker examined 
Lewis's body and said no signs of whipping 
were visible.

The plans talke@ over at the conference 
of railway managers on Tuesday contem- 
plated the erection at Loyd and Pryor 
Strects of a building to cost $300,000 by a 
terminal company. There would be an of- 
fice building four stories high on the Wall 
Street side. Then there would be a plat- 
form fifteen feet wide roofed over with 
giass, and then the train shed proper would 
begin and extend across to the rear of the 
Alabama street buildings. This shed would 
be 350 feet long. It would extend east of 
Loyd street on the Georg:a Railroad Com- 
pany’s property and west of lyd street on 
the state’s ground, on up toward White- 
hal) street. 

Trains going east and north would head 
out the east end of the station, and trains 
going south and west would stand in the 
west end. Wide platforms would extend 
the length of the building between the 
tracks. These platforms would be elevated 
probably eighteen or twenty-four inches 
above the rails. Near the middle of the 
building these platforms would slope down 
until they reached the level of the tracks. 
That would be the point for crossing the 
tracks. Passengers would reach the plat- 
forms from this point and they wou!d be 
in no danger entering and leaying trains. 

The Roads Mean Business. 

The roads mean business in proposing to 
build this station, if they can get the priv- 
ilege of closing Pryor and putting subways 
under Loyd and Whitehall, provided the 
State will give them a lease for fifty years. 
This is no bluft the part of the toads 
and it ts the best solution they see of the 
vexed question so far ag the present loca- 
tion is concerned. No road except the 
Western and Atlantic is specially tied to 
the present The lessee of that line 
has to pay $50,000 a year rental just for the 
passenger terminal here in Atlanta, 
Major Thomas its not going out of the sta- 
tion unless he {s relieved of that rental, 
and that is not probable. 

The question for the city, the property 
owners and the state to consider is wheth- 
er they prefer two union stations with 
Pryor street open or one with Pryor street 
The property owners along Loyd 
street are said to be willing to have a sub- 
Way constructed under the tracks there. 
The opening to that one on the north would 
be over near Decatur street. Most of the 
property owners along there have been 
sounded and they are said to be favorable, 
because they not want the station 
changed from its present site, nor do they 
wish to see any of the roads draw out of 
the station and go into a new one some- 
where else. 

The property owners on Pryor street were 
not so favorable to the project. Some of 
those who were disposed be favorable 
at the outset, when they first heard of the 
scheme, objected yesterday, One of these 
owners stated emphatically that he would 
not consent to the closing of Pryor street. 

The plans which have been discussed con- 
template the main entrance to the new sta- 
tion being at the western end, about where 
Durand's restaurant {s now. That would 
be a fine large arched entrance with a com- 
modious waiting room just inside and the 
ticket office extending across the rear of 
the waiting room. Then, on the opposite 
Side of the ticket office, would be the 
colored waiting room with an entrance 
from Wall street. 

The dining room and another waiting 
room would be upstairs and the upper 
floors would be devoted to general raiiroad 
offices. The baggage rvom would be placed 
under the tracks, in a basement to be ex- 
cavated.

WILE HELP WEAK CHURCHES 


Local Methodist Church Extension So- 
ciety Is Organized. 


—— 


CONSTITUTION IS COMPLETED 


—— | 


Meeting Was Held Monday When Ob- 
jects of Organization Were 
Defined. 


At a meeting of some of the prominent 
members and pastors of the local Method- 
ist church, south, held in Trinity church 
last Monday night, the ‘“‘Church Extension 
Society of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South,’ was organized. 

There will be a director for each 200 mem- 
bers of each pastoral charge represented in 
the society, and also for each frac- 
tional part of said number, equal to one- 
half thereof, provided always that each og 
said pastoral charges shall be entitled to 
one director. The numerical strength of 
the pastoral charges will be determined by 
the last preceding printed minutes of the 
North Georgia annual conference of the 
said Methodist Episcopal church, south. 
Said directors will be elected from the 
members of the pastoral charges who are 
members of this society, in the ratio pre- 
scribed above. The directors will be elect- 
ed annually at the fourth quarterly con- 
ference of the different pastoral charges, 
or as soon thereafter as practical, on the 
nomination of the preacher in charge, who 
with the presiding elders of the Atlanta 
districts will be ex-officio members of the 
board, 

The funds of the society will be acquired 
as follows: When the directors ascertain 
what amount of money is needed in any 
pending case they will apportion this 
amount among the various charges that are 
members of this society on the basis of 
assessments by the annual conference buard 
of church extension upon such cnarges, The 
society will then through the pastors of 
said charges proceed to raise said amount. 
In any case the board of directors will 
determine the conditions, if any, on which 
the proposed help is to be extended. 

This society will have the power and 
will be capable of taking and holding by 
purchase, gift or devise any real or- per- 
estate, and of selling, conveying. 
transferring and mortgaging any of its 
property for the uses and purposes of the 
society. It will have authority to locate 
and maintain mission stations and Sunday 
schools, and to afford aid to weak churches 
and parsonages and advise quarterly con- 
ferences as to their size, style and cast; 
secure donations and funds for the erection 
of same, and shall see that the title to 
chutch parsonage property is secured in 
each case in trust for ¢he church as tne 
discipline prescribes. 

It will co-operate with the general board 
of church extension in the procurement of 
special joan funds to be administered by 
said general board aceording to its regula- 
tions for the benefit of Methodism in At- 
lanta and contiguous territory, when so 
directed by the donor or requested by the 
society. It will report to the annual meet- 
ing of the general board the names and 
value of church edifices and parsonages 
aided by it; the amount of its receipts and 
disbursements, and such other items as 
may be of general interest. No part of the 
work of the society will conflict with the 
operations of the general and conference 
boards of church extension. 

The society is designed to co-operate with 
the authorities of che Methodist Episcopal 
church, south, in the city of Atlanta and 
contiguous territory, in the establishing of 
Sabbath schools and. mission stations, in 
he employment and in the

erection of chapels and church edifices for 
the preaching of the gospel, in engaging in 
works of benevolence among the poor, and 
in promoting the connectional spirit of 
Methodism, and cultivating brotherly love 
and charity among its members. 

All the members of the Methodist Epis- 
copal church, south, in the city of Atlanta 
and contiguous territory will be recognized 
as members.

SYSTEM IS FIXED 


Committee on Schools and Teachers 
Makes Its Report. 


APPLIES TO HIGH SCHOOLS 


Was Sent to Major Slaton by Mr. 
Douglas Yesterday Morning. 


SYSTEM IS APPROVED BY THE TEACHERS | 


} others, the addresses by Rev. 
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HAMILTON DOUGLAS, CHAIRMAN OF 


the committee on schools and teachers, of 
the board of education, yesterday morning 
sent to Major W. F. Slaton, superintendent 
of thé public school system, the report of 
the committee on the grading of studies In 
the Boys’ High school and the Girls’ High 
school. 

This matter was referred ¢o the commit- 
tee on schools and teachers with power to 
act by the board of education at its last 
meeting. The action taken by the com- 
mittee will probably be submitted to the 
board at its meeting this afternoon for 
ratification. 

The new system of grading is in accord- 
ance with the action recently taken by the 
board. It was the opinion of chat body 
that too much attention was given to in- 
consequentiaj portions of the curriculum. 
Attendance, deportment, epelling, composi- 
tion, declamation and other branches of 
study were given the same importance as 
Greek, Latin, literature, algebra and other 
studies whith require more application.* 

The board decided to make a change, and 
although some objection was made at fir st, 
when the new system was explained ¢o its 
Opposers they agreed that it was needed 
in the schools. The committee had Little 
trouble in arranging the system of grading, 
and it is the opinion of the schoo} auc hori- 
ties that it will be very Satisfactory to the 
teachers in the two high schools. It is ag 
follows:
